CANADA'S ASBESTOS INDUSTRY 


Canada produces 82 per cent. of the 
world’s supply of asbestos. The com 
panies operating asbestos quarries and 
factories in the Dominion are eapital 
ized at $24,290,000, In 1880 only 380 
tons of asbestos were produced, valued 
at $24,700; whereas in 1909, the pro- 
duction amounted to 63,300 tons, val 
ued at $2,300,000. In 1909, 3,000 men 
were employed in the asbestos indus 
try, and received wagés amounting to 


$1,350,000. These facts and much val- 
vable technical information of practi 
eal value to the general public are 


contained in a finely printed and well 
illustrated volume of 316 pages, just 
issued by the Mines Branch of the De 
partment of Mines, Ottawa. This val 
uable addition to the series of mono 
graphs being issued-under the direction 
of Dr. Haanel, was written by Fritz 
Cirkel, M.E., and treats the subject of 
jasbestos from every viewpoint: history, 
geology, peculiarities of Canadian oe 
CULrences, quarrying —aad—anéllings-*e 
gether with statistics, ‘cost of extrac 
tion, its occurrence in foreign countries, 
and its practical application in the arts 
and manufactures. To give an idea of 
the enormous reserves in some of the 
asbestos deposits, Mr, Cirkel mentions 
the case of one, the Blake Lake Quar 
ries, Quebec, where there are some 45, 
000,000 tons of asbestos rock in sight. 
The author goes fully into the discus- 
sion of foreign asbestos occurrences, 
ind considers Russia the only real rival 


as regards extent of asbestos resources 
Bat inasmuch as the Russians 
heavily handicapped by the excessive 


cost of transportation—$35 to $40 per 
ton to London—serious competition is 
not feared in the leading markets of 


the world Dealing with the practical 
application of asbestos, Mr. Cirkel lays 
special emphasis on the prospective in 
| creased use of asbestos in the manu 
| facture of slate. He says, on page 246: 

‘*It will not be long before the asbes 

tos slate or shingle business, which is 
just commencing to be felt, will push 
jits way more and more to the front 
| Indeed it is not too much to say that 
the time is not far distant when fuily 
75 per cent, of all asbestos produced 
in the world will be used in the manu 
facture of asbestos slate and shingles. 
The asbestos slate business is only four 
years old, but during that short space 
of time the demand for this artiele has 
increased to such an extent that fae 
tories for this purpose are being estab 
lished all over the world,’’ 

The report covers over three hundred 
pages, contains 66 photo-engravinges, #8 
drawings, and two maps of the Quebac 
astebtos districts. It is one of the 
handsomest, practical, technica] reports 
that has been issued by the Dominion 
government. 


HOW TRADE SECRETS ARE 
STOLEN 


Before the court of Criminal Appeal 
the other day an application for leave 
to appeal was made by two men who 
were convicted at Newcastle Adsxizes, 
and senteneed to six and four months’ 
hard labor respectively, for endeavor 
ing by bribery to extract secret infor 
mation about the Thermal Syndicate’s 
patents from workmen of that eompany. 

The company referred to are manu 
facturers of silica, and the eppeliante, 
it was alleged, met two of the com 
pany’s servants at Newcastle and en- 
deavored to obtain information regard. 
ing the turning out of certain kinds of 
siliean by offering them small sums of 
money and other employment. ‘The 
Lord Chief Justice, in dismissing the 
application, stated that it may have 
been that the case brought before him 
was the first of a series of attempts to 
get men with trade secrets away from 
a rival manufaetory by bribery. 

Cases of trade-secret stealing are 
seldom heard of owing to the great

difficulty of costes | such offences. 
There are seores of rich businesses 
which depend upon some trade secret 
or secrets for their hold upon the mar 
kets, and sometimes the most trifling 
trade secret is worth tens of thousands 
of dollars. Firms holding such seerets 
take every precaution to guard them, 
but now and again an unscrupulous em- 
ploye, getting hold of his master’s 
secret, will sell it to a rival firm, 

A man employed by a large firm of 
cutlers, who possessed a trade secret 
which allowed them to make certain 
articles better and cheaper than other 
manutactories, attracted the attention 
of the senior partner by his smartness, 
hard work, and sobriety. Considering 
him a valuable and trustworthy ser- 
vant, the partner placed him in the 
‘confidence room,’? an apartment 
where the trade secret was guarded. 
Here he remained for six months, giv- 
ing such satisfaction that his salary 
was nearly doubled. One day he .re- 
signed, giving as his reason for leaving 
his work that he intended going to the 
Colonies, 

Some months after he had left a 
rival firm placed some goods on the 
market which were cheaper and quite 
as good as those turned out by the firm 
with the secret. Inquiries were made, 
and it was discovered that the latter's 
secret had undoubtedly been stolen and 
sold to the rival firm, but not sufficient 
evidence was forthcoming to bring the 
crime home to the old employe. 

Some years ago a French silk manu- 
facturer conceived a new way of ‘‘fin- 
ishing’’ certain kinds of silks which 
much improved their appearance and 
value. Fearing that the secret would 
leak out if he employed strangers to do 
the ‘‘finishing’’ process, he did it him- 
self, with the assistance of his son, 
This young man got badly into debt, 
and in order to obtain money sold his 
father’s secret to a big firm of silk 
manufacturers in America for several 
thousand dollars. He then disappeared, 
and has not been heard of by his family 
from that day to this. 

The proprietor of a large engineering 
works in the provinces invented an im 
provement on a certain engine. In his 
employ he had a clever engineer, to 
whom he paid exceptionally high wages 
to insure his staying with him and not 
divulging any secrets he might become 
acquainted with. Before patenting the 
improvement the master in question 
showed a working model to the engin 
eer. The latter suggested a slight al 
teration, and, while his employer was 
carrying this out, the engineer made 
drawings of the model, and sold them 
to a rival firm for a considerable sum. 
A little later this firm placed the idea 
on the market, and the real inventor 
found that his labors were in vain, As 
he could produce no proof that his em 
ploye had stolen his invention, he had 
to be content with discharging him. 

Some considerable time ago a cor 
respondence clerk in the employ of a 
firm of druggists in America owning 
several secret toilet specialities sudden- 
ly left his post, much to the perturba- 
tion of his employers. About a year 
later a Continental firm offered chem 
ists in France and England the same 
toilet specialities under other names 
and at a much lower price. The mis 
chief was undoubtedly brought about 
by the correspondence clerk who left 
t employment so hurriedly,

BIG SALARIES FOR DOING NOTH- 
ING 


Unele Sam has been ‘‘getting a 
move’’ en him lately, and, as e result 
of exercising his lynx eyes, has been 
succossful in saving $180,000 a year of 
the publie money which has hitherto 
beon paid to people in the way of sal- 
aries for doing nothing. For decades 
past there have been some snug little 
jobs eonnected with the House of Re- 
presentatives. Apparently, however, 
some Paul Pry discovered these sine 
cures, a committee investigated them, 
and their report has provided one of 
the most interesting documents pro 
duced by the American Parliament for 
a long time. 

One striking example of the ‘‘ waste 
of public salary funds,’’ as a chairman 
of the committee describes it, was the 
discovery that a thirteen-year-old girl, 
the danghter of the chief doorkeeper 
of the Congress, was on the pay-roll as 
‘clerk of the doorkeeper’’ at a salary 
of $1,300 per annum, and an extra 
month’s pay each year as a vacation 
gratuity. And although they made the 
closest investigations, the committee 
were quite unable to discover exactly 
what the functions of this minor official 
were. 

Then there were thirty-eight extra 
policemen authorized when, during the 
Spanish-American war, it was reported 
that there was a plot to dynamite the 
Capitol, who were still on the pay-roll, 
costing annually $39,000, Two tele 
graph operators, drawing $1,400 each, 
and assigned to a wire long ago discon- 
tinued, were also still on the pay-sheet. 
By abolishing the salaries of employes 
of the ‘‘eclerks’ document room,’’ which 
room was itself abolished sixteen years 
ago, $6,000 per annum has been saved, 
and an almost equal sum by stopping 
the pay of employes designated as ‘‘at- 
tendauts in the library,’’ the library 
having been removed many years ago 
from the Capitol,

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W tateven would this world do for subjects of conversa. 
tion if there were no weather, sickness nor servants? 
‘These are a never failing resource in times of 
dearth in the way of topics of conversation, A bit of spicy 
scandal may crop up now and again as a sort of condiment 
to the staple diet, but as a good old reliable, tales of sickness 
can always be depended upon to offer entertainment, if not 
to the listeners, then assuredly to the narrator. 


Vor a master of the art of relating detailed, harrowing 
stories of sickness and funerals, commend me to the profes- 
sional charitable visitor, one who out of kindness makes a 
point ofSvisiting, not only all her own sick friends, but also 
sick friends Of her friends. ‘'o cheer these lonely invalids 
she collects and stores in her mind, all the sad tales she can 
get, to be retailed on her visitor. The more gruesome these 
tales are the better they are liked as they can be depended 
on to cause thrills of the thrilliest sort in the hearer, 

This visitor is usually kind hearted, and her intentions 
are of the best, but her judgment is poor, or she would know 
that what a sick person needs is something cheerful and 
fresh from the outside world. Even a bit of scandal, if noth- 
ing better offers, is preferable to these depressing tales. 

The greatest sinners in this matter are women, for men 
as a rule are so busy .and have too great a dislike for in- 
valids to be bothered making such visits, for which every 
invalid should be devoutly thankful. This sort of a visitor 
is a pest and should be shut out, or else put in quarantine 
the same as any other dangerous form of disease. How can 
any one be expected to get well if their minds are kept de 
pressed and merbid, filled with other people’s woes as well 
as their own. 

The well meaning but idiotic visitor is the curse of the 
chronic invalid anyway, and if I were a doctor I should ab- 
solutely forbid the entrance of any person to the presence: of 
the patient, who did not measure up to a certain standard of 
intelligence and good judgment. ‘ 


A subject that seems to be agitating the Winnipeg world 
at present is the burning one, ‘‘should women smoke.’’ It 
is a fine test question by which to gauge the mental and 
moral status of your friends, for some of the reasons given 
in the negative are about the funniest things I have ever 
heard. 

One woman told me she was sure women 
smoke because she had tried and it 
certainly was a good reason—for her. I have often noticed 
myself that it makes me feel quite badly to see other 
people riding in automobiles when I have to walk—there 
fore I know no one should ride in an automobile. 

A man gave me an equally good reason why a woman 
should not smoke, he said he’d hate to have women smoke 
because it would make their breaths so strong; at that very 
minute he sat beside me in the street car, he had the black- 
est, fattest cigar in his fingers, and he reeked so of rank 
tobacco that I longed for a well seasoned old clay myself, 
as a sort of eounter irritant. I know that his wife, if she 
ever acquires the habit, will need to use that sailor’s twist 
brand, the sort you buy by the yard. 

It seems never to have entered the men’s heads that 
women may have been driven to smoking in self-defence, 
for the same reason as, when one member of a family 
eats onions, all have to eat them or else leave home for a 
few days. 

A few men are so incautious as to advance, as their rea- 
son for opposing smoking for women, the danger to their 
health. This may be true, but surely it is a dangerous ad- 
mission for a man to make, No doubt smoking is bad for 
the health, but is it any more dangerous to the health of a 
woman than to that of a man, and hasn’t a woman the 
same right to endanger her health that a man has? The 
whole question seems to bear a close resemblance to the old 
adage ubout the same sauce for the goose and the gander. 

The deepest and most wide spread objection appears to be 
on the ground of propriety. Most objectors claim that it is

They also have views on what is what 
for women to wear. But, oh, we humbby beseech your 
majesty, not the Victorian—‘‘early’’ or ‘‘mid.’’ 


Every woman own and uses a sewing machine but, ac- 
cording to the agents and repair men, not one woman in a 
hundred knows how to keep her machine clean and in good 
working condition. After the machine goes out of order 
right in the middle of a piece of work, and for no apparent 
reason, the repair man is sent for in haste and when he 
comes he carts off the machine to the shop, where all he 
does is to tighten a few screws, drench the machine with 
coal oil, wipe it/off, oil with good machine oil and return it 
to you, as good as new, with a bill for four or five dollars, 
T know it’s useless to tell a woman to keep her machine clean 
ed and oiled all the time, we wont do it. I don’t myself, but 
we should if we expect good work. The next best thing is to 
clean it up thoroughly the day before it is needed for any 
great amount of work. First loosen the belt and turn back 
the upper part of the machine, now pour coal oil on all the 
working parts and leave it to soak for half a day, then take 
a long pin and a soft cloth and poke out all the fluff and 
caked old oil and wipe clean; then oil well wit!: best machine 
oil; see that the belt is not too loose; tighten any screws 
that seem to have loosened by constant use; run the treadle 
for a few minutes to get the oil into the crevices and your 
machine is ready for use, and will surprise you by the im 
provement in the work and the ease which it can be run 
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Emily James Putnam, in an article on ‘‘The Roman 
Lady,’’ traces the evolution of the lady from the woman.

Under these conditions it was ap- 
parently not necessary to seclude a wife; at any rate the 
Roman matron of all periods enjoyed personal freedom, en 
tertained her husband’s guests, had a voice in his affairs, 
managed his house, and came and went as she pleased. In 
early days she shared the labors and the dangers of the in 
secure life of a weak people among hostile neighbors. It 
may not be fanciful to say that the liberty of the Roman 
woman of classic times was the inherited reward of the 
prowess of her pioneer ancestress, in the same way as the 
social freedom of the American woman today comes to her 
from the brave Colonial housemother, able to work and, 
when need was, to fight. It would have been as difficult to 
find the lady in early Italy as in early Massachusetts. There 
were no courtesans for her to be distinguished from, and 
there were relatively but few slaves; nor was there so much 
wealth as to fix a gulf between rich and poor.

The nasturtium, writes Prof. Fred W. Card, is one of the 
easiest plants to grow. In its present state it represents, 
too, a good variety of colors, The bright yellow color may 
be still the predominant type, but it is supported by a wide 
variation in different directions. For the garden row, where 
eut flowers are the chief desideratum, the dwarf varieties 
are preferable, They will bloom better if the land is not 
too rich. Upon very rich, moist soil they make a vigorous 
luxuriant growth, but produce fewer flowers. The climbing 
varieties may well be allowed to clamber over trellises, stone 
walls, or other suitable structures which would be improved 
by a light screen of foliage. They possess the desirable 
habit of making a good mass of foliage at the ground, with 
a lighter covering upward, The dwarf varieties give an ex 
cellent effect when used as a foreground for masses of shrub 
bery. The foliage possesses a character quite its own, which 
will add variety to other planting.
